ROCK UPON WHICH THE FAMOUS 
BOER MAY MEDITATE ON 
THE FORTUNES OF WAR. 


Ic Is a Veritable Prison From Which 
Escape Alive Is Imppossible~ 
Famous Prisoners hom 
England Holds in 
Bondage. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 7.—Gen. Cronje and 1500 
other Boer prisomers sailed from Simon Bay 
'at Capetown for St. Helena last Wedneés- 
day. They should arrive there to-morrow or 
Monday. The island is 1400 miles from Cape- 
town. 

Gen. Cronije, because of his military repu- 
tation, and his heroic defense of his position 
at Paardeberg, against a force that out- 
numbered him more tthan 10 to 1, Is the 
most illustrious of the many exiles now 
suffering the displeasure of Great Britain. 

The policy of non-exchange of prisoners 
adopted by England in this war bears hard 
upon the captives of both sides. The Boer 
prisoners at Capetown are dying at an 
alarming rate. 

St. Helena will now more than ever be 
thought of as the rock on which warriors 
may meditate even if they find no rest. It 
|}is a veritabie prison. A man could walk 
lal! round it in a day. Its greatest length is 
jonly 10% miles and tts breadth 84. Its area 
would form a’~square which would barely 
contain Central London ana would leave all 
the suburbs hanging over the sides. The 
island was once a volcano, and the great 
cold old crater still forms the bacbone of 
the rock. There are several mountains of 
good height, cut with extraordinarily deep 
and wide water or lava gorges and marked 
with masses of basaltic rock. The most 
quaint of these great pinnacles hhave been 
called the Ass’ Ears. Near by is another, 
christened Lot’s Wife. A third Is known as 
the Chimney. The shape of them has sug- 
gested their titles. 

For about a mile or a mile and a half in 
from the coast the tsiand is as bare as a 
rock. Lichens are there in plenty, but not 
an ounce of soil. Then for about another 
three-quarters of a mile inwards the island 
resembles some of the wilder and more bar- 
ren parts of Scotland. Pines, brambles, 
gorse and rocks, with here and there a 
grassy slope are the chief,products. 

Then comes an almost sudden change, as 
if from earth to heaven. The center of the 
island is a marvelous haven for the most 
wonderful and beautiful flora, many of 
which are indigenous. The entire center 
is like a huge botanic garden. 

The only animals on St. Helena, except 
domestic ones, are rabbits, rats and mice. 

Even the rats found the island to smail 
or too hard for all the comforts they looked 
for, so they have left off boring into the 
ground and have taken to making their 
nests in high trees, 

The population numbers about 6000 and the 
potato forms the staple product, as many 
as three crops a year being raised, 

The first known inhabitant of St. Helena 
Was a prisoner, but a voluntary one. This 
was Fernandez Lopez, a Portuguese noble- 
man, who in 1513, twelve years after the 
discovery of the island, chose to go there 
rather than remain in Europe after some 
barbaroueg mutilation to which he had been 
subjected for a misdemeanor. 

The Dutch possessed the island till 165L 
In 1673 the English East India Company ob- 
tained hold of it. It was not till 1834 that 
St. Helena was attached to the British 
Crown. 

St. Helena prospered till the opening of 
the Suez Canal. But what made its name 
famous was ites selection to be the prison 
of Napoleon. The great Frenchman lived 
there from October, 1815, till May, 1821, 
whiling aWay his time and killing the 
‘monotony of it by quarreling with the gov- 
ernor.

The transportation to St. Helena of 
Gen. Cronje and the captured Boer 
prisoners, serves as au interesting in- 
dication of what Engiand will do with 
the other Transvaal] leaders in case 
they are cupiured alive, 

Whether St. Heiena may be the ultt- 
mate destination of these stalwart 
warriors or not, some insight may be 
gained as to the treatment in store 
for those wno may suffer defeat and 
fail to escape Into either German or 
Portuguese territory, by a comparison 
with that of Princes and Kings hereto- 
fore held captive by the British Gov- 
ernment. A number of instances of 
the kind have occurred during the past 
half century. 

In 1849 when the State of Maharajah 
Dhuleep Singh was finally annexed to 
the Indian Empire, that potentate was 
“requested”’ to take up his residence 
in England—the Inducement of a ready 
compliance being added by the promise 
of a yearly incoime of $240,000, with 
nothing at all as an ahernative. Dhu- 
leep Singh wisely asquiesced, pur- 
chased the fine estate of Brandon, In 
Norfolk, upen which he fresided for 
many years as a wealthy English 
country «entleman, 

Though d'ring this period the Maha- 
rafah frequently expressed the desire 
to revisit his native courtry, profess- 
ing the utmost loyalty to the bmprese 
Queen, yet he was never permitted to 
travel east of the Isthmus of Suez.

There, in a small hut, the only 
lineal descendant of Shah Jehan and 
Aurangzeb, passed the remainder of 
h's days, unnoticed and upon a mere 
Pittance. As, however, both his sons 
were slaughtered and a less culpable 
rebel leader, Tantia Topl, was ex- 
écuted, he may have thought himself 
fortunate to escape with his life. 

Near Colombo itn Ceylon, England 
etill holds in light durance Arabi 
Pacha and his colleagues of the 
Exyptian rebellion of 188%. While Arabi 
has not ceased to bemoan his fate and 
uselessly petition the British govern- 
ment for permission to return te 
Egypt, yet, considering the nature of 
his offense, and that he was sentenced 
to death, his lot can not be considered 
burdensome. Provided with an income 
suffictenit for his wants, a pleasant 
residence, permission accorded him to 
receive visitors and a considerable 
meastire of freedom within the district, 
he would undoubtedly have been worse 
off had his successful enemies been of 
his own race and religion. 

Of m‘nor potentates, England has at 
present one African, being confined to 
the limits of that island tn the South 
Atlantic made famous as the prison 
the great Napoleon; and another even 
the far less desirable residence of Cape 
Coast Castle. For several years Cete- 
wayo, king of the Zulus, was held an 
unresigned prisoner at Ghowe, near 
the scene of the present military opera- 
tions in Natal, where he died before 
the promise of restoration to his 
throne was carried into effect.

Two or Three Plain-Spoken Interviews

Republican primary March 30. 

Mr. Kratz and hig attorneys decline to 
Make public the names of those against 
whom the warrants will be asked, or the 
charge which wiil be preferred. 

lie is very determined, however, and says 
he will push the prosecution to the bitter 
end. He declares that he has compromised 
for the last time with the Kesch-Meier com- 
Dination in the Tenth Ward, and hence- 
forth it 4s war to the kn.-fe.

DERELICTS ALWAYS A MENACE. 


Pilot Charts at This Season of Year 
Show Greater Cause Than 
Usual for Dread. 


PHILADEILPHIA, Pa., April 7.—It is 
strange that among the perils and dangers 
of the seas the one most feared by sailors 
should be caused by ships, yet such is the 
case. There is nothing more dangerous to 
navigation in the minds of seamen than 
derelicts—ships that have become disabled 
in such a way as to necessitate their deser- 
tion by the crew in open sea. These unfor- 
tunate craft, with no guiding hand at the 
helm, drift helplessly about until they are 
either beaten to pleces by wind and storm 
or are crushed in collision with some ice- 
berg. A derelict ship is something to be 
av»ided at all times, but at night, and 
especially in a fog, sailors pray that one 
miy not cross their track. These wander- 
ers of the ocean carry neither light nor fog- 
horn, and woe betide the luckless ship that 
falls in with one of them. 

The terrific storms on the Atlantic during 
the winter just passed are responsible for 
the existence of an unusually large number 
of derelict vessels in close proximity to the 
coast. The pilot chart of the North Atlantic 
Ocean for February shows no less than 
five, every one of them a ship of no mean 
size.

Engineers Have Accomplished Won- 
ders in Other Cities and St. Louis 
Could Receive Instruction 
From Existing Successes 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 7.—The decrease 
of a city’s death rate by the filtration of its 
water at the source of supply, a subject of 
the deepest interest just now to St, Louis- 
ans, has attracted municipal students from 
all over the country to this city. This is not 
because tnis is the only filtration plant in 
the c@untry, for there are several others, 
but because it is really the best, the effi- 
clency of the process having reached its 
highest degrce of success here. 

It is the dread scourge of typhoid that 
first engages the attention of the author!i- 
ties of cities, which must depend upon @ 
polluted water supply. The filtration of the 
water of the Hudson River, before it is 
piped to the people of Albany, has de- 
creased the death rate from this disease 
more than 70 per cent. The filters are de- 
signed primarily to remove from the 
water the bacteria which cause disease. 
Here, in Albany, they have already reached 
an efficiency in this direction of 9.6 per 
cent. Some other figures are availabie, 
which must‘command the Interest of the 
municipal authorities and people of St. 
Louls. 

The filtration plant at St. Lawrence, in 
this State, has reduced the typhoid fever 
Geath rate from 11.31 to 2.54. 

The filtration plant of the city of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., was opened in 18%, since 
when the number of deaths from typhold 
has decreased more than 76 per cent. 

The filtration plant of the city of Ham- 
burg, Germany, was put in operation in 
1895. For the five years previous to that 
Gate the average typho!d death rate was 
4.72. Subsequent to the establishment of 
the filtration plant it fell to about .72.

which are broken by the jets below. 

The sed‘mentation basin, where the water 
is first allowed to settle and deposit any dirt 
or mud that wil! rapid-y go to the bottom, 
has an area of five acres and is nine feet 
ceep. ‘To the overflow it has a cupacity of 
14,600,000 gallons. 

To the flow line of the filters the sedimen- 
tation basin has a capacity of 8,900,000 gal- 
lons. There is thus a reserve capacity of 
5,700,000 gallons between these limits, and 
this amount can be drawn upon without in- 
convenience for maintaining the filters in 
service at a time when it is necessary to 
shut the pumps down. This allows a free- 
dom in the operation of the pumps that 
would not exist with the water supplied 
direct to the filters. 

The sedimentation basin ts bullt on the 
bank of the Hudson and is really noth- 
ing more than a reservoir, with a capac- 
ity designed for the purpose of meeting the 
exact demands of the city’s daily consump- 
tion. The floor of the basin is arranged 
with slopes that lead to a cistern at one 
end. From this there is a &-inch outlet, 
through which all the water can be drained 
out of the basin for the purpose of clean- 
ing the dirt from the concrete floor of the 


basin. 
When the basin !s being cleaned the sup- 


ply to the filters is maintained by pumping 
water into them direct, without the inter- 
vention of the sedimentation process. Clean- 
ing can be done during periods of con- 
tinued clear weather, such as occur in the 
summer and fall, without the slightest det- 
riment to the filters, and it will not be nec- 
essary to clean the basin oftener than once 
a@ year.

form the crypt of a church, are absolutely 
dark When not lighted by electricity to 
guide the workmen in cleaning thefm. In 
their roofs there are many manholes, which 
are provided with double covers of steel 
plates to exclude the cold. They also ex- 
clude the light. There is an entrance, a 
barred door at the end of each filter 
through which the sand can be carried in 
and out. This is now done in wheelbar- 
rowe, as is commonly done in European fil- 
ter plants, and thus far in this country, but 
the roofs of the structures have been fitted 
with fron braces, on which an overhead 
carrier system for removing the sand can 
be arranged should that be found advanta- 
geous in the future. ; 

The most important consideration tn the 
construction of the filter beds was the qual- 
ity of the sand and gravel to be used and 
the utmost care was observed in making 
the selection. The friction of the water in 
passing through the sand is of the utmost 
importance, as it takes twelve hours for the 
water to pass to the pipes through which 
itis drained off for consumption in its c.ear 
state, and a variation in the quality or 
size of the sand might make the time so 
much longer that the filters could not 8up- 
ply the demand. 

The preliminary estimates of the cost here 
wer based upon the use of filter sand from 
a Lenk near the filtetr site. Further exam- 
ination, however, showed that this sand 
contained a considerable quantity of lime, 
and it was found by experiment with a 
smal] filter constructed for that purpose 
that the use of this sand would make the 
water too hard for household use. 

The sand used here was eventually obdtain- 
ed, like the gravel, from the bed of the 
Hudson, by dredging, after an analysis 
had shown it to be nearly free from lime 
The contractors were compelled to furnish 
sand that was clean, with either sharp or 
rounded grain. It had to be free from 
clay, dust or organic impurities, and when 
necessary it had to be washed to remove 
such materials from it. 

In the filtering of the water it has been 
found that most of the suspended matter 
is held back by the top layer of sand, and 
this layer is removed from time to time, 
for purposes of cleaning. The dirty said 
is washed and eventualiy placed back In the 
filter in its original place. The plant has 
two ejector sandwashing machines. In 
them the dirty sand is mixed with water, 
and is thrown up by an ejector, after which 
it runs through a chute into a receptacle, 
from which it is again lifted by another 
ejector. It passes, in all, through five epec- 
tors, part of the dirty water being washed 
each time. The sand is finaily collected 
from the last ejector, where it is alowed to 
deposit from the water. 

By an ingenious system of counter-ba]l- 
ances the supply of water in each of the 
eight filter beds is automatically controlled, 
Each filter is provided with an overflow 
so arranged that it cannot be closed, which 
prevents the water level from exceeding 
a fixed limit in case the balanced vaive 
fails to act. An outlet is also provided near 
the door, so that unfiltered water can be 
quickly removed from the surface of the 
filter, should it be necessary to facilitate 
cleaning. 

Each of the eight filter beds has an area 
of about 7-10 acre. The nominal rate of fil- 
tration is about 3,000,000 gallons an acre 
daily, at which rate each of the eight filters 
will yield 2,100,000 galions dally, and, with 
one filter out of use for the purpose of be- 
ing cleaned, seven filters normally in use 
will yleld 14,700,000 gallons. The entrances 
and outlets are al) made of sufficient size 
so that rates as large again as the fore- 
going are possible. 

The capacities of the intake from the 

Hudson, the pumping station and piping 
are such as to supply any quantity of wa- 
ter which the filters can take, up to an ex- 
treme maximum of 25,000,000 gallons each & 
hours. The pure water condult from the 
filtering plant to the main pumping sta- 
tion, where the clear product Is sent to the 
distributing reservoirs, is nominally rated 
at 26,000,000 gallons per 24 hours, after it has 
become old and somewhat tuberculated. In 
its present excellent condition it will carry 
larger quantity. 
One of the masterpleces of the Albany 
works is the mechanism that controls the 
rate of filtration. It is so complex that it 
is almost impossible to putitin language 
that the ord.nary layman will understand. 
Suffice it to say it is a syetem of auto- 
matic floats operating in regulator cham- 
bers, with vaives connecting with filters 
and with the reservoir into which the pure

present session of Congress. 

Gov. Francis, chairman of the Executive 
Committee, devoted much of his time last 
week to the bill He held correspondence 
with several of the most influential mem- 
bers of Congress. 

In every cese he received favorable re- 
ples. He left yesterday for the East with 
every representative from the — Louisiana 
Purchase States and where he will continue 
his efforts in behalf of the bill. 

He will return te St. Louis in time to at- 
tend the Trans-Mississippi Congress at 
Houston, April 20. He will deliver a 
World’s Fair address there.

“Remember the highest art is simplicfty. 

“The public is our supporter, the pubiic 
is our teacher, The pud#fc is our morality. 
If it stays away it té@&aches us what it 
doesn't like. Therefore every actor and 
actress should think seriously and deepiy 
of his work. For acting Is individual in 
every way. The eculpture can’ measure. 
Even an instrument is made for him for 
the width, breadth and height of all his 
work. The painter can look at his work 
and correct it. You cannot do that. The 
mark you made that night you made for- 
ever on the minds of some. Therefore, 
think before you go on, and remember that 
you are an individual to every brotuer and 
sister in your work. We must é6upport 
each other in every way.”

Last Wednesday night it began to rain 
very hard at this place, the storm extend- 
ing north of here along the water sheds 
of the Calorado River.

The telegraphic messages served as a 
timely warning to many, but the rushing 
waters outstripped the horsemen and many 
houses were picked up and swept away 
before the occupants could get together 
their valuables. 

Within a short time 4ll the valleys to the 
sou‘h and west of Austin were filled to 
overfiowing with water and the southern 
portion of the city tributary to the river 
was inundated. 

Large crowds collected on the river banks 
and several persons were swept into the 
river when the dam broke, but all were 
saved by boatmen. 

Thirty Persons Living ;

A settlement of white people, numbering 
about thirty, living just below the dam in 
tents,. were seen at thelr habitations just 
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accounted for since. It is generally be- 
lieved that all of them were swept away. 
One man attempting to cross the roadway 
leading to the bridge across the river, just 
as the big wave rolled down, was caught,

to Property. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 7.—The heav- 
jest rain and electric storm in 35 years vis- 
ited San Antonio and the entire Southwest 
last night, beginning in San Antonio at 
midnight and raging with dreadful fury 
until 7 o'clock this morning, destroying all 
street lights, flooding cellars and overtiow- 
ing San Pedro Creek and San Antonio 
River. The fire engines worked all night 
to save the $50,000 electric light, ice and cold- 
storage plant in the basement of the Men- 
rer Hotel, with only partial success. With 
the exception of an estimated damage to 
this plant, the damage to overflowed prop- 
erty in the city will reach several thousand 
dollars.

EXPIRED AT HIS ST. LOUIS HOME 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


HAD BEEN ILL ONLY ONE WEEK. 


Mr. Hodgman Was a Successful Finan- 
cier and Was Prominent in 5So- 
ciety and a Patron of Field 
Sports. 


Charles Hodgman, junior member of the 
brokerage firm of Whitaker & Hodgman, 
died yesterday afternoon at his home at 
$335 McPherson avenue. 

Up to a few hours before the end came 
he was thought to be on his way to re- 
covery. He had been ill only a week. 

Mr. Hodgman, besides being a more than 
ordinarily successful financier, was prom- 
inent in society. He was well Known as 
a sportsman and a club member.

The firm name then became Whitaker & 
Hodgman. 

Mr. Hodgman never married. In society 
he was known as a lavish entertainer and 
was in great demand as a cotillon leader. 

He was Known as a patron of music and 
had helped maoy a struggling young per- 
former on the road to fame. 

As a clubman he was at his best. He 
was the founder of the Round Table Club, 
an organization whose fame has gone be- 
yond the confines of St. Lovis. 

He was a member of the St. Louis Club, 
the University Club, the Country Club, the 
Field Club and the St. Louis Polo Club. 

He was a fine polo player and an ardent 
patron .of the sport.” It was through his 
efforts that the series between the St. Louis 
club and the Chicago club played here last 
season was arranged. 

Less than two weeks ago Mr. Hodgman 
opened negotiations with George Gould, 
with a view to bringing about a tourna- 
ment between one of the crack WBastern 
clubs and the St. Louts Polo Team. 

His string of polo pontes at the Country 
Club includes some of the best animals of 
their kind in the United States. 

Mr. Hodgman’s immediate family con- 
sists of his mother-and four brothers and 
two sisters. His mother and his brother. 
E. M. Hodgman, are now traveling in Cal- 
ifornia. They have been notified of bis 
death and will return home at once. 

The only member of his family with him 
when he died was his brother Marshall. His 
brother George lives in Minneapolis, and 
his brother W. W. Hodgman is in Colo- 
rado. His sisters are Mrs. Joseph H. Hol- 
liday and Miss Lucy. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been made. The interment may be delaved 
until the arrival of Mr. Hodgman’'s roth- 
er and brother.

PARIS, April 7.—The week's event among 
the boulevardiers has been the Rotschild- 
Lubersac quarrel, resulting in no less than 
seven different duels fought, or to be 
fought. 

One of them, between the Comte de Dion 
and M. Saintalary, the respective eeconds 
of Comte de Lubersac and Baron Eduoard 
de Rothschild, took place this morning near 
the city, it is said, but the details are not 
known, owing to the fear of the participants 


of expulsion from several clubs of which 
they are members. It all came about in 


this manner: 

Robert de Rothschild, 20 years old, son of 
the banker, was insulied by Comte Luber- 
eac, aged 23. Rothschild sent his seconds— 
M. Saintalary and M. de Neufize—to meet 
Lubersac’s seconds—Comte de Dion and 
Count Bon! de Castellane. Offensive lan- 
guage between the seconds rendered two 
more duels imperative—Saintalary against 
Comte de Dion and Neufize against Count 
Bon! de Castellane. 

Meanwhile M. Ephrussi, a prominent cap!- 
talist, whose name was derided in one of 
Lubersac’s letters, sent his seconds to the 
young Count. This one duel was fought 
iwo days ago. Both men were wounded, 
Eephrussi receiving a six-inch stee! blade 
under his right breast, while Lubersac’s 
neck was cut and the artery nearly severed, 

The guarrel has become further comp?i- 
cated, but Eduoard de Rothschild being 
defied to take his minor cousin Robert's 
piace, and aleo because Count de Castellane, 
when asked by his clubmates whether he 
did not consider himself debarred as a sec- 
ond so long as M. de Roday’s insults re- 
mained unavenged, challenged two of these 
sneering friends. 

In the first few days the imbroglio was 
unfolded beautifully in the newspapers, 
Open letters being freely exchanged, but, 
under threats of club committees to ex- 
pel all concerned uniess becoming discretion 
was maintained, the last developments of 
the complicated affair are now taking place 
in absolute secrecy.

PARIS, April 7.—Unless a vigorous pop- 
ular movement is :mmediateiy started in 
the United States to support Commissioner 
Peck’s and Ambassador Porter's efforts to 
secure fair treatment, our nation’s rights 
will continue to be deliberately ignored by 


the French authorities. 

Furthermore, there is undeniable evidence 
that all Europe is preparing to combine 
against America, and thwart the legitimate 
ambition of our exhibitors to prove their 
superiority in many branches of industry 
and commerce. 

The envy noticeable from the start of the 
Exposition negotiations is easily explaina- 
ble.

INVADING THE CITY. 


ARRIVAL OF AMERICANS. 


Exhibitors at the Exposition Handi- 
capped by Congestion of Roads 
Leadiug Into the Grounds. 


PARIS, April 7.—The advance guard of 
the army of foreigners invading Paris for 
the Exposition has made its entry and a 
very large proportion are Americans, kbv- 
ery moment of the day one now sees cabs 
fiying about the boulevards loaded with 
Saratoga trunks; while the familiar Ameri- 
can accent is heard in restaurants and other 
places of popular resort. 

The hotels are already filling up and the 
price of everything is rising, These first 
arrivals constitute a sort of forlorn hope, 
on whom the hotel and shcpkeepers are 
experimenting with increased charges, Not 
only the visitors but permanent residents 
are beginning to feel the burden of the ad- 
vanced rates, which most of the hotels 
have so raised that the regular guests are 
obliged either to leave or to accept poorer 
accommodations, Those who are unfcr- 
tunate enough to have only mon....y leases 
on their apartments have been notified that 
their rents will be doubled for six months 
after the opening of the Exposition. ‘Tne 
cab drivers have an eye on greater wealth 
and are trying to arrange with the Gov 
eriiment for increased fares, 
At the Exposition itself everything is 
bustle and confusion. Heavy draught teams 
line the streets adjo.ning the Exposition 
buildings, waiting to deposit their laads o 
exhibits. The American exhibitors are find- 
ing themselves ser.ously handiapped in 
preparing for the instaliation, owing to the 
unexpected congestion on the railroads be- 
tween Havre and Paris and also on the 
tracks within the Exposition grounds. There 
is a continual struggle between represenri- 
tives of every nation to get cars in the 
grounds, but the French people hold tne key 
to the situation and take good care that 
their own cars are taken to their exhibit 
space and unloaded before thase «cf the 
Lnited States and other nations. Russia end 
Belgium are the only countries favered. 
United States Commissioner General Peck 
is distrubed by this situation, and in order 
to expedite matters has stationed men along 
the railroad from Havre to Paris for the 
purpose of pushing through the cars carry- 
ng American exhibits. 

Some alarm was reeently .:eared by the 
discovery of a few cases of smallpex in 
Paris, especiilly as the «i‘scovery was made 
on the eve of the Exposition and for a 
short time there was a great demand for 
vaccination. Medical statistics just pub- 
lished show, however, that there is little 
ground for anx.ety, as the disease, which 
made its appearance at the beginning of the 
year, has now practically disappeared. In 
all only nine deaths have been reported 
among a population of two and a half mil- 
ions. 


MONEY LENDERS CAUTIOUS. 


The London Rate Has Again Risen 
3 3-4 Per Cent. 
Special Cabl~ to the Post-Dispaten. 
(Copyright, 1900.) 

LONDON, April 7.—Money has not been 
found over plentiful during the week and 
the Bank of England return showing an ex- 
pansion of 10,200,000 dollars in note and coin 
circulation, owing to the demand always 
arising at the turn of the quarter, made 
lenders more cautious. Their operations 
and rates for best bills have again risen to 
3% per cent, with trade so very active there 
is no prospect of really cheap money, and 
unless the value of money here brings im- 
ports of gold, of which hers are no pres- 
ent signs, the floating supply must remain 
reStricted unfil June and even then dis- 
count rates probably will not be permitted 
to fall appreciably. Next week money will 
again be in demand and considerable fur- 
ther borrowing from bank will be necessary 
to pay an instalment of the Khaki loan. 
On stock market consols and other hignh- 
class securities hardened early in the week 
on account of the easy condense of the 
money market, but immediately became 
weaker on a rise in discount rates, On 
Friday the Americans once more absorbed 
the main interest, though the American 
market was somewhat affected by the 
preparations for the presidential campaign, 
but no appreciable reaction in American 
rails is apprehended while trade remains 
so brisk.

MILLIONAIRE BANKERS CHARGED 
WITH IMMORALITY. 


WITNESSES SENT TO AMERICA 


An Alleged Murderer of Women In- 
vents a Personage Whom He 
Charges With the Crimes. 


BERLIN, April 7.—The trial of Geonczl, 
the alleged murderer of a miserly widow 
named Schultz, and several other woman, 
is remarkable because Goenczi, against 
whom the evidence !s surely circumstantial, 
is said to have invented, for his defense, 
a& man named “Loewy,” whom he charges 
with the Schultz murder. This seeming 
fiction he carries out in the most skilful 
manner, growing often quite pathetic in de- 
scribing how ‘‘Loewy” followed Goencsl 
as his shadow. A number of persons have 
now appeared in court claiming to know 
“Loewy.” However, there is no dowbt 
of Goenczil’s conviction and sentence Mon- 
day night or Tuesday. 

The authorities began to-day the trial of 
mi.lionaires Sternberg of Bertin and Noird- 
linger of Stuttgart, on charges of horrible 
crimes against morality. Sternberg is al- 
leged to have sent a number of the most 
incriminating witnesses to America und is 
said to have spent over a million marks 
in hush money.

The 
life of no monarch in Europe has been in 
danger 80 wwe | times as has that of Queen 
Victoria, though, with the exception of Em- 
peror William, the hereditary ruier of ey- 
ery principal country has had at least one 
experience with an assassin.

A DEADLOCK IN AUSTRALIA.

LONDON, England, April 7.—TYhe Austra- 

lian commonwealth delegates and the im- 


rial government as represented by the 
aw officers of the crown are, after pro- 
longed discussions, deadlocked over this 
clause of the Australian constitution: 

“No appeal shall be permitted in any 
matter involving the interpretation of this 
constitution or of the constitution of a 
State, unless the public interests of some 
part of Her Majesty's dominions other than 
the commonwealth or a State are involved.” 

The Government holds that the clause 
brings in a wholly new element into impe- 
ria] affairs and that the vital pivot of @ 
possible future federation would cease to 
exist with respect to Australia: The mis- 
sion of the delegates is to get the consti- 
tution accepted as it stands, as anything 
changing it would have to be voted upon 
by the Australian people.

“You do not propose quitting politics?’ 


the correspondent suggested. 

“No, bless you, no,’ replied the Senator. 
“I have no such thought. I simply intend 
to devote my attention, for the present, at 
least, to my private affairs. From time to 
time, however, I shall be glad to advise 
and counsel the men who have the cam- 
paign in charge. That's all.”’ : 
“And you don't expect to go to the Kan- 
sas City Convention?’ 

“No, sir; I have no such intention. I 
will not be a delegate and what little work 
there is to be done in connection with the 
Democratic.

Pacheco, Eugenio Roderiguez and 
Santiago, convicted of the murder, in Octo- 
of Prudencio Mendos at Yauco, 
after criminally assaulting the wife and 
daughters of their victim, who were com- 
pelled to dance about the corpse, were exe- 
cuted to-day by the garrote during the early 
forenoon in this city at a spot about a mile 
from the jail. 

Business was suspended and large but or- 
derly crowds lined the streets and sur- 
rounded the elevated platform upon which 
the execution took place. The policing was 
perfect. A company of infantry was held 
in the vicinity, but its services were not 
needed. The men, manacled and attended 
by priests, had received visitors during 
their last 2% hours on earth. They slept but 
little and smoked and talked much. The 
father of the Pacheco brothers visited his 
sons, and the sentencing judges, who were 
present, were compelled to turn away from 


the scene. 

The owners of public coaches having re- 
fused the use of their vehicles, two wheeled 
carts, each drawn by one horse, were used 
to carry the condemned men to the place of 
execution. Each had a cart to himself and 
was accompanied by a priest. The execn- 
tioner’s cart led the procession. The con- 
demned were manacled hands and feet and 
wore black caps and robes, which were ad- 
justed upon them by the chief executioner 
who told the men to be brave and reminded 
them that it was not a personal matter 
with him, but simply the carrying out of the 
aw. 

Eugenio Roderizuez resisted the execution- 
ers and in the scuffle his ciothing was torn. 
Before he was subdued five officers were 
required to overpower him. 

He addressed the crowds on his way to 
the platform, declaring innocence and 
blaspheming and cursing every one in spite 
of the efforts of the priests. 

The women along the route of the pro- 
cession wailed and wept as the condemned 
men went Dy halt was made near tne 
platform, and carts proceeded singly 
to the steps. Some of the condemned men 
walked up. but others had to be carried 
to the platform, where they were seated 
and bound with their backs to the posts. 

As the executioner tightened the screw 
rapidly the bodies twitched for two_or 
three minutes, and then all was over. The 
last body slipped from its fastenings and 
fell to the floor an hour after the execu- 
tion. 

The other bodies remained In position on 
the platform for four hours. Thousands of 
eople, unmoved, viewed the spectacle and 
1eard the speeches of the condemned men 
from the platform, but they refused to hear 
the speech of the executioner, who coolly 
aced the platform. The Pacheco brothers 

issed each other farewell] just before the 
execution. The citizens of this > lace cen- 
sure the American authorities for permit- 
ting the Spanish mode of execution, al- 
though they favored the death penalty be- 
ing inflicted. The crowds dispersed in an 
order.y way after the execution, and the 
business houses were then reopened. 

The publicity of the garroting exhibition, 
with the black robed condemned men in 
open carts, the slow provession, the en- 
treaties of the priests and the braggadoc'o 
manners of the executioner, with the later 
exhibition of the corpses to the assembled 
thousands, made a horrible scene. 

The prominent Americans here, however, 
think that the killing of the men wa 
sure and quick and not inferior to harg- 
ing. Fhe method of adjusting the garrote 
and the employment of human agen¢ev to 
complete the execution they consider bad.

MANAGING A BASEBALL TEAM. 


How to Do It. 


In managing a baseball team one should | 


steer clear of barber shops, and if it were 
possible it would be best not to receive any 
mail. 

A baseball manager can obtain more sug- 
gestions unasked than a man suffering 
from the grip. 

There are more “barber shop managers,” 
or those who think they can run a bal 
team, than there are “would-be”’ ball play- 


\ers. A strange peculiarity of the national 


game is that it manufactures cranks, and 
every crank knows more, or thinks he does, 
about how to run the whole shooting 
match than the manager himself. 

‘Team work is the: whole secret of a suc- 
cessful nine. If a manager can select a lot 
of piayers who can grasp that idea he has 
the battle more than half won. Piayers 
quick to think and quick to act are the 
stars of to-day. Manager Hanlon’s phe- 
nomena) success with the Baitimore team, 
three times winners in succession of the 
champlonship, was entirely: owing to hs 
good judgment in selecting players who 
were intelligent. They could think for 
themselves. I have no use for a mechan- 
ical player—one who simply goes out on to 
the field to do his own part of the work, 
mo read aa his batting average in his vest 
pocket. 

1 want men who sink their individuality 
in the team. It is the Giants the public 
want to see win. not a brilliant one-hand 
catch by Gleason or a home-run hit by 
irady or Selbach. Those spots of brilliancy 
all go to temporarily enthuse matters, but 
they are mere spots on the eun of victory. 

A game won counts not alone on the rec- 
ords, but in the minds of the spectators. It 
is results I am looking for, not mere 
flashes of individual excellency that die out 
and are only a bare remembrance in the 
fate of defeat. 

have selected players for the Giants 
this year who I know are capabie of and 
wiiling to follow my instructions. There is 
not one who does not understand the lat- 
ter-day style of the game. They are an 
unusually bright lot, There are no “thick” 
ones among them. One “thick’’ player will 
demora‘ze a whole team. I have had play- 
ers whw for the life of them could not 
work with signs. Signals and eigns are 
absolutely indispensible to successful team 
work, and I have no use for a player, no 
matter how briilient his work may be as 
an individual, if he cannot get the hang of 
the code of signals adopted.

When the soreness which invaftlably fol- 
lows the first few days of preliminary work 
has worn off, then I shall start In with the 
team work Instruction. Entirely new sicns 
and signals will be adopted. Every player 
will know when he goes to the bat just 
what he should do, and the base runner will 
act accordingly. The batteries will have 
their signals, which will be understood by 
every man tn ihe fieid This will enable 
the nine to work as a unit. 

The same code will not be worked in 
every game, either. You cannot play the 
Same tactics against every team. You are 
obliged to work scmething new to offset 
the tactics of opposing teams. 

In handling my pitchers I shall not work 
them in regular rotation. I1 shall pitch 
them egainst the teams that they prove 
themseives most effective against. here 
will be no scheduled “turns” in advance. 
In my experience 1 thhave found that the 
Pittsburg and St. Louis teams have no use 
for left-handed pitchers, while the Phillies, 
hostons and certain other teams wax fat on 
‘Southpaws.” My pitching staff is so we.! 
balanced that I can put in just the pitchers 
I desire far each game. 

I have the greatest confidence in my team, 
and while I-have not ordered a hole dug for 
the pennant pole, I think the Giants will be 
a big factor in the race.

Tom Kelley: New York has had a monop- 
oly of the boxing game recently. The stope- 
page of the sport there wiil give other 
places a chance, but St. Louis is not likely 
to be affecied one way or the other. Im- 
portant prize battles are a good thing for 
the business men of any large city. They 
bring a lot of people to a e¢ity that have 
money to spend and that generally spend It. 
New Orleans was never 80 iively and her 
merchants rever prospered defore or since 
as in the days when the big fights sere 
brought off there.

His officers 
touched the match to them just before we 
landed aur troops. The only bullding of 
importance which he did not burn was the 
clubhouse.

While the town was burning over our 
heads he had planned to destroy us by 
means of 11 old smoath-bore brass cannon 
loaded with scrap iron and by rifle fire from 
the bills.

typified. That is where [Easter gets its 
meaning—the word, that is; and that de- 
notes the antiquity of the festival, observed 
ancients, idolaters or Jews, later by 
Christians, but with new significance and 
intent, with new emblems and ceremonles. 
There is no trace of the observance of 
Easter in the New Testament, but there is 
abundant evidence of the keeping of the 
Passover, even by Christ himself. The 
last supper was on this occasion. But, to 
the Christian minds, the observ- 
ance of specially set apart days was not 
considered, and the apostolic Fathers do 
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though not carried to the extent that it is 
on Christmas. 

Of all the gifts that one may select to 
fend none is so appropriate as flowers.

Louis will 
participate. There will be in line also many 
prominent citizens who will be glad to em- 
brace this opportunity to show their ap- 
/preciation of the valor of the man who

nila. 

Hotels are vielng with each other for the 
privilege of providing the Admiral and his 
party with quarters free of charge. 

Arrangements for the big celebration have 
mot been completed, but the zeal shown by 
representative citizens is a guarantee that 
the celebration in St. Louis will be the 
most gorgeous ever underiaken west of 
the Mississippi River. 

Detaile of the celebration have not been 
determined. The general plan as so far 
eutiined ie te have the festivities begin 
on May 4 the day after the Admiral’s ar- 
rival The forenoon will be devoted to @ 
reception at the hotel and the afternoon 
te a drive about the city. Saturday fore- 
neon the Admiral will be permiited to rest 
eané the afterneon he will review the parade 
ia his honor. 

There has been some talk ef a banquet 
Saturday night, but no decision has been 
reached in the matter. It has been decided 

te present Admiral Dewey with a hand- 
eome and lasting memorial of the esteem 
in which he is held by St. Loulsans. 

‘Only a handful of men have received the 
thanks of Congress. Not since Farragut's 
series of triumpe hed the honor been con- 
ferred until Dewey's triumph on Manila 
Bay. 

George Dewey was born et Montpelier, 
Vt, on Deo. M% 1837. His father was a phy- 
sicilan. His mother died when he was five 
years olf and he was left to the oare of 
his sister, Mary. He attended the pubdilc 
school in his native town, was for a year @ 
pupil at the Morrisville Academy and he 
was sent to Norwich University, a mill- 
tary, sohool, to prepare for admission to 
West Point Military Academy. He did not 
take kindly to the idea of joining the army 
and induced his father to secure for him an 
appointment as cadet at the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis. He entered the academy on 
Sept. 3, 184. He graduated in 198, standing 
Aifth in bis class. 

Boon after his graduation he was assigned 
to the steam frigate Wabash and cruised 
in the Mediterranean Sea for a year, at 
the end of which time he returned to An- 
mapolis to take his fina! examination. 

He was commissioned ea naval lMeutenant 
on April 19, 1881, just a month after Fort 
Sumter was fired on. He was assigned to 
the sloop of war Mississippi in the West 
Gulf equedren under Farragut. He was

Dewey's next service was on one of the 
smaller gunboats. In 1864 he was trans- 
ferred to the North Atlantic squadron and 
served as executive officer of the Agawam, 
a sidewheeled steamer of 97% tons. Later 
he went to the Kearsage and participated 
in the famous battle of Fort Fisher. 

At the closo of the war he was transferred 
to the steam frigate Colorado, flagship of 
the Kuropean squadron. 

Ijeutenant-Commander Dewey 
Cered home from the Evuropeun 
early in 1967 and was assigned to duty at 
the Kittery Navy Yard, at Portsmouth, 
N. H. 


He was then 80 years of age, a hand- 
some, popular young officer, a we.come 
visitor in the homes of those old-fashioned, 
cultured families which still make up the 
somewhat exclusive society of the place. 

While in Portsmouth be first met the 
young woman who won his heart and whom 
he married Oct. &%, 1867. She was Miss 
Susan B. Goodwin, a daughte of Ichabod 
Goodwin, the war Governor of New Harop- 
shire, known far and wide as ‘bight nz 
Gcv. Goodwin.” 

Shortly after his marriage Dewey was 
assigned to duty at the Nave! Academy) 
Q Annapolis Two years later he wus 
placed in command of the Narrangan- 
eet, and on April 18, 1872, he was pre- 
moted to the rank of Commander. 

Then came the great sorrow of the young 
officer’s career. On Deo. 23 a son was bon 
to bear his name, but five days later the 
mother died. The boy wus christened 
George Goodwin, in honor of his grand- 
father. 

Early tn 1873 he salled as commander of 
the Narrangansett for the Pacific coast, 
where he was engaged in making surveys 
wntil 1876. 

Then he was recalled to Washington to 
be made a | ‘ghthouse Inspector, and later 
the Gecretary of the Lighthouse Board. 
He commanded the Juniata on the Asiatic 
Station !n 1882-3, and on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, 1864, was made Captain and put in 
charge of the Dolphin, one of the four 
new vessels which formed the origina! 
“White Squadron."’ While commanding the 
Juniata, unter orders to join the Asiatic 
Squadron, Commodore Dewey wes stricken 
with Ulness that compelled him to stop at 
Maita. 

It was while here that, through a very 
delicate surgical operation, by which a part 
of his liver was removed, he earned the 
nickname of “‘the man without « Liver.’’ 

The energy and ability of Capt. Dewey 
in planning and executing any nava)] mat- 
ter involving detall and patience was early 
recognized by the Navy Department.

return to the United States at his own dis- 
cretion.

On the morning of Sept. 2 be arrived in 
New York Harbor two days befare he was 
expected. 

His reception was the greatest demon- 
stration in modern history. The naval and 
land parades were witnessed by 5,000,000 per- 
sons and the festivities extended over a 
week. 

From New York he went to Washington. 
where he received the thanks of Cangress 
and a sword voted him by Congress, and 
thence to his old home at Montpelier. After 
returning to Washington he married Mrs. 
Mildred Hazen, widow of Gen. Hazen, who 
for years was chief of the United States 
Signal Service. He has just completed a 
tour of the South where he was everywhere 
received with unusual honors.

to ordinary means of extermination. For instance, the extremes of 
heat or cold have little or no effect on it. It will stand boiling almost 
as well as it does intense cold. Just to show you how resistant it is 
let me say that Dr. Ravenel in our laboratory here pla¢ed some anthrax 
germs in liquid air, reducing them to the temperature level of that sub- 
stance, and kept them exposed to it for s me time. When he thought 
all life must have gone from the germs he inoculated healthy guinea 
pigs with them. The animals died of anthrax. Anthrax germs Will lie 
inactive in*the soil for long periods of time, seven years certainly, and 
finally when brought in contact with a favorable breeding ground will 
spring into death-dealinsg activity at once. They will live in the hides 
of catile a long time. About two years ago a number of workmen in a 
Pennsylvania tannery contracted anthrax from hides which had been 
imported from China. In another case four farmers who had skinned 
anthrax-infected cattle contracted the disease. We may eat the meat 
and contract it; we may drink the milk and contract it, or it may come 
fyom simple contagion. Curiously enough biras do /|not get it although 
they may carry it: The turkey buzzard has been' known to feed on 
anthrax-infected carcasses and to carry the germs 20 miles, when, after 
they were disgourged, they would spread the disease in the new neigh- 
borhvuod. 

Cows suffer from tuberculosis and human beings who drink the in- 
fected milk may contract the disease. Tuberculosis in cattle is one of 
the really serious problems of the animal industry. There are about 
£0,000.000 head of cattle in this country, and if not more than 1 per cent 
of these have tuberculosis. it would mean half a million head of cattle 
in the United States capable of transmitting an incurable disease to a 
multitude of versons. It must be said to offset this, however, that 
the Government, the farmers’ associations and the farmers themselves 
are duving everything in their power to counteract the evil. 

Cows contract vhronic pneumonia or a condition which approximates 
it. Cow-pox is another disease of cattle which is equivalent to the 
varioloid of the human being. It may be contracted by human beings. 
In Germany, many persons have aphthous fever which is known gen- 
erally as foot and mouth disease. Any person who drinks the milk of 
a cow suffering from aphthous fever or who eats butter made of that 
milk may contract the disease. 

Cattle have measles which can be transmitted to man, not as meagles, 
but as a tapeworm. The worm is known as Tenia Mediocanellata. The 
larvae of the worm lives in the tissues of cattle, and when man eats 
the beef it changes from one stage to another and becomes a tape- 
worm just as a caterpillar turns into a butterfly, only there is a big 
difference in the form of the second stage. A similar condition exists 
with the pig as an agent. But the pig is a much infected animal. He 
gets pig measles, just mentioned, lumpy jaw, tuberculosis, anthrax and 
trichinosis. All of these are transmissible to human hosts. Trichinosis 
is very dangerous and causes death in those who have eaten the infected

Let us examine the claims that increased effectiveness of modern 
weapons increases the deadliness of warefare. If armies were to attack 
in the ancient method, in mass form, and in open, level country, there 
would be plenty of opportunity for deadly work, as was witnessed in 
the slaughter of the Dervishes at Khartoum. The greater the improve- 
ments in the efficiency of weapons the farther apart will armies fight, 
aid the more under cover, and in such positions that tons of ammu- 
nition may be wasted: without inflicting any considerable loss of life. 
Many others besides Mr. Bloch have predicted that war will hereafter 
be conducted somewhat in the maner of a continuous siege. Therefore,

ETS}HOW TEETH TELL TALES,

| was removed and an artificial one inserted in its place. The op- 
eration Was successful and the patient may now live to a good old age. 

Some one remarked jocularly that in future ages an artificial jaw 
found among human remains might mislead a scientist, who from its 
7 might attempt to reason out its owner's general anatomical fea- 

ures. 

This could not be true if the jaw were designed by ac b 
The jaw could have but one shape, if it fitted the rest oi Pompano. 
In the first place the artificial jaw is modeled on the old natural jaw; bue 
even supposing the man never had a lower jaw (babies have been bora 
with almost none) and desired to have one inserted, it could rightly 
have but one shape. The law of correspondence, as it ia called. makes 
the shape of one human feature depend upon the shape of the rest, 
That is, a man with a certain shaped chin will or can have but one con- 
tour to his lower hack head. The slant of his forehead will bear a de 
finite relation to the slant of his nose. It is #0, all over the bod ye 
observer with the propensities of a Sherlock Holmes might ee the 
description of one feature build up a picture of all the other features 
If the experienced dental surgeon be allowed to look ata tooth which 
has been extracted from a person's mouth, he can give you a very ac- 
curate description of the owner of the tooth, going so far as to salt his 
age his disposition and even, I will venture to say, the colar of his hair 
But it is not nearly so wonderful as it might at firat appear A visit 
to the University Museum will show why this is true. This room is 
filled with oue of the queerest collection of skulls and teeth in the world, 
There are teeth of all kinds—big teeth: little teeth; teeth from all the 
races on earth; teeth from the jaws of prehistoric man; elephant’s 
teeth; whale’s teeth; tiger’s teeth: the jaws of old age without teeth: 
tecth which grew apparently all over the countenance of their owner: 
teeth which were lodged between the orbits of the skull, ete., etc. But 
the skulis! One looks as though it had been in a planing mill; the 
points of the nose and chin are slightly shaved off. Next to it is otie on 
which the planer had gone deeper; the nose, chin, forehead and cheek 
bones are gone, shaved off, leaving cavities in which you oan sé¢e odd 
shapes of bone. In st!l] another, a circular eaw seems to have entered 
somewhere above the forehead; the whole face detached, and nearby, an 
inch thick or less, leans against a post. It is really more life-like in ap- 
pearance than the hollow mockery of the complete skull. And then 
there are skulls shaved off on the sides, and on the tops, and on the 
backs, and on the bottoms. I open one of the cases and take from it a 
dirty-looking skull with heavy jaws and protruding teeth. The teeth 
are brown and have ridges in them. They are very sharp. 

Now this is the skull of a fang-toothed cannibal. Do you see how the 
jaws stand out like those of an animal? It is a woman's skull. Here 
is another woman's skull. It is Caucasian, of the Latin type. Note the 
difference in the teeth. 3 

The second skull is pure white, the teeth like porcelain, the cast of the 
countenance by no means repulsive. : 

It is the skull of a gentlewoman. Is it possible that the teeth of 
the one woman could ever have grown in the jaws the other? Do not 
the teeth of each indicate clearly the manner of Seote éach pursued? 
Of course these are diametrically opposite types, but the grades between 
are not so sharply drawn but that we can discriminate between them. 
Now here are the teeth of a person with a Sanguineous temperament. 
The owner of those teeth was probably of medium height, robust, grace- 
ful of movement, enthusiastic, impetuous, face round and fujl, hair light 
eyes laige and blue, nose straight and shapely, lips ryddy and full. They 
came from the mouth of a young woman, quite likely. How do I know it? 

Now this is a pure type. There are four pure types—Sanguineous 
Bilious, Nervous and Lymphatic. It can be put down as a general fule 
that the person With the sanguineous temperament will have teeth 
about as I have just described. The Billous person will have large, an- 
gular, bronze yellow teeth. The teeth of the Nervous person will be 
pearl blue or gray and inclined to transparency, while the Lymphatic 
person will have teeth muddy in color and broader than they are long. 
Nevertheless the inter-mixture between these types is almost, one might 
say infinite. It is here where doubts may occur when one tries to de- 
termine a dead man’s former character from his teeth. In the live sub- 
ject there are other things clearly observable on the face and form of the 
person to help along one’s judgment of character. As certain teeth can ex- 
ist cnly in the mouth of certain persons so do we find this law“of corre- 
spondence dominating every portion of the body. Look for it yourself. 
in the people you meet day by day and you will soon recognize the 
great principle underlying it. Then you will be able to make judg- 
ments for yourself. The artificial jaw can take but one shape.

He only made 
ten mnillions out of the invention, and I have heard people say that they 
though it was entirely too small a sum for the invention of so wonder- 
ful an improvement. 1 think myself that it was quite a respectable 
sum. 

John Wanamaker is a good man to take for another example. He 
started in a small way with a small store, and he is to-day one of the 
wealthiest men in the country, and he has been always an upright, 
honest man. In What iay the secret of his success? Simply this. He 
knew what the people wanted, he knew where to buy it and he knew 
how to advertise. Many a man, as we all know, has made a fortune 
through judicious advertising. Take men starting in business at the 
Same titne. One uses all the money he makes in living well and some- 

2 even extravagantly. 

ile other invests all the surplus cash that he can lay hig hands 68 
in advertising here, there, everywhere that he thinks willl attract publie 
notice. What is the result? The man who advertises has crowds 
flocking to his shop to see the beauties of the advertised goods, and ag 
the public begin to run so they will continue from sheer force of habit. 
The trst shopkeeper will in the meantime be sitting, unthought of 
and uncared for ,aghast at the crowds which dally throng the counters 
of Lis competitor and bitterly bewailing the bad luck which hag 
followed his own venture into trade. Yet he has no one to blame for it 
but himeelf. 
persons might consider that old Commodore Vanderbilt was 
dishonest because he did not refund the money which the stockholders 
of the Mudson River and Harlem Railroads would have made if they 
had continued to hold their stock after he took hold of the roads. But 
he was not They cheated themselves out of the money by not belng 
farsighted enough to hold on to their stock. 

When the commodore had made twenty millions in shipping of 
various sorts he looked about for something good in which he might 
invest his capital. He found these railroads, which were then in @ 
most deplorable out-of-date condition—the stock only worth $6 on §100— 
and the bonds you could not sell for love or money. But he took hold, 
built new bridges, put all modern improvements into the car service, 
advocated new signal systems; In short, he Infused new blood into the 
entire service of the road at an enormous outiay of capital—and then he 
waited. And all the capital came back, bringing more wealth with ft. 

The main temptation with which the ordimary business man of to- 
day le beset Is the temptation to misrepresent his capita) or business 
prospects and thus obtain greater credit. But don't do it. “Honesty is 
the best policy,” is the safest motto to follow. I know what I am 
talking about.

Her candidacy may be largely ascribed 
to the existence of an organization which 
ts entirely unique, a State organization of 
Republican women. 

The Republican women of Illinois are or- 
Ganized into State, District and County 
Central Committees, precisely the same as 
are the male Republicans. They are so 
organized in no other State in the Union, 
exoept in those in which the women have 
unlimited suffrage. The organization has 
the full recognition of the Republican 
State Central Committea The State and 
District and County Committees meet the 
same as the men's committees meet. Their 
@rect powers are limited, but they exer- 
@ise @ strong indirect influence 

In Illinois women heave the right to vote 
for candidates for the office of trustee of 
the Btate University and they do vote in 


increasing numbers all over the State. The 
provisions or omission which enabled them 
to vote suggested to them that they should 
have women to vote for. Ever since 18% 
the parties have placed women on their 
tickets for these offices and continuously 
since that.there have been women on the 
board. There are three serving now. They 
are Mrs. Lucy Flower of Chicago, who was 
elected in 1294; Mrs. Mary Carrie) of Jack- 
sonville, who was elected in 186, and (Mrs. 
Alice Abbott of Chicago, who was elected 
in Rec The term of Mrs. Flower expires 


this year. Mrs. Alexander is a candidate 
to succeed her. 

The law providing for the election of 
University trustees was passed in 1891 and 
through some chance or other, the word 
male was omitted. Some bright, progres- 
sive women in Chicago discovered it and 
asked “‘why shouldn't women vote for 
trustees when they have the right to do 
it?” It was suggested that {inasmuch as 
women had the right to vote, the old po- 
litical parties should be induced to put 
women on their tickets in order to in- 
terest the women. The idea was carried 
out. A committee of women visited the 
Republican, Democratic, Prohibition and 
Populist parties and each one willingly ac- 
ceded to the request—the Populist party, 
however, nominated a woman for State 
Superintendent of Schools—instead of trus- 
tee, which of course was contrary to our 
law. Not content with this the women be- 
gan to canvass the counties, asking the del- 
egates to the men’s convention to use thelr 
influence for the nomination of the woman 
candidate. Letters were sent to the Re- 
publican and Democratic County Central 
Committees. Much of this work was ac- 
complished by the Chicago Woman's Club. 
A committee was sent to the Democratic 
County convention and the delegates were 
instructed to vote for the nomination of 
one woman for University trustee. The 
same was done when the Repwhblican con- 
vention met. A great deal was accom- 
plished in having secured the Cook County 
delegations. Not yet satisfied, the women 
sent a committee to the Democratic State 
convention that was held in June, 1894, and 
there Mrs, Julia Holmes Smith was nom- 
inated. The Republican convention - was 
held a month later and it couldn’t do any- 
thing else but nominate a woman, as the 
other parties had already done. Mrs. Lucy 
L. Flower was nominated. A week there- 


after the Republican women who had 
studied political affairs decided to organ- 
ize the wards and called themselves the 
Republican Bducational Committee, caring 
not for politics so much as to get the 
women interested In the educational fea- 
ture and to vote for Mrs. Flower. They 
met at the Grand Pacific Hotel in August, 
and decided that they must have the rec- 
ognition of the Republican State Central 
Committee, and as women generally get 
what they want, they received recognition, 
not because they were regarded as a force 
that could do much good, but because 
they could do no harm. 

Then the name was changed to the Wo- 
man’s Republican Campaign Committee. 
From that it did not take much for State 
organization and the whole State was or- 
ganized on the same lines as the men's 
committee—that is one representative from 
every congressional district at la: ge—with 
committewomen. These names were reo 
ommended by the men’s central com- 
mittee of the districts. Dach county chair- 
man reported to the district committee- 
woman the name of some woman capable 
of organizing her county; thus the entire 
State was organized. 

The first State Convention of Republican 
women was held in the Senate chamber, 
April 28, 1894, for the purpose of naming & 
Republican woman as candidate for Unil- 
versity Trustee, and this was the first in- 
stance in any State except those where 
women have free franchise, that the men’s 
State committee of any party had officially 
recognized as an auxiliary a body of women, 

Mrs. Alexander's name wiil go before the 
Illinois Women’s Republican State Conven- 
tion, which will be held at Peoria, May 7. 
The position is one of honor only. There 
are no emoluments.

Receive the Dust of the Well-to-Do, but Some Ashes 


Are Buried in a Little Plot Near the Crematory. 


HRP features of the Missour! Crem- 

atory, on Arsenal street west of 
Tower Grove Park, are particularly 
interesting. ‘These are the graveyard, or 
“ash yard,’ the “safety deposit’’ com- 
partment where the ashes of 189 persons 
are kept, and the compartment containing 
a few costiy urns which hold the ashes of 
the rich whose bodies have been inciner- 
ated. 

Since the establishment of the Crematory 
in 1887, bodies of 934 St. Loulsans have 
been cremated. This is an average of 71 
a@ year, or more than one a week. During 
the month of March, just past, there wee 
16 incinerations. Of the whole number, the 
ashes of 829 bodies still remain at the 
Crematory. The rest have been taken 
charge of by relatives. The great major- 
ity were buried, but a few, it is said, are 
kept at the former homes of the deceased. 

The building known as the Columbarian 
Was erected as a repository for the ashes 
of those whose relatives are able to pay 
for their keeping. Some men and women 
make provisions in thelr wills, not only 
for the cremation of thelr bodies, but for 
the preservation of thelr ashes. A charge 
of $6 is made for cremation. IM the reia- 
tives do not care to make further dispo- 
Bition of the ashes, they are buried by 
Supt. Charies Leimecke or his assistants 
in a emiull plot of ground just south of 
the Columbarian. At present 131 boxes are 
inierred there. Icach box ts numbered, and 
In the ground just above it is placed a 
Stake bearing the same number. In Supt. 
Leimecke’s office is kept a record of these 
Stakes and numbers, with the names of 
the deceased, so that the ashes of any 
person buried there can be located im- 
mediately. 

The Columbarian—this word is the Latin 
mame for dove-cote—ie a large, two-story 
structure of ornamental design, bullt of 
yellow bricks. It is surmounted by a dome 
containing a skylight, which adds to the 
attractive appearance of the interior when- 
ever the sun is shining. The inner walls 
are specially conetructed for the reception 
of urna. 

The side walls are bullt at right angles 
to the front of the bullding, but in the rear 
wall of the building, covering nearly half 
its length, te a deep, semi-circular alcove. 
With the exception of the space necessary 
for the front door, the walls are built up 
exclusively with receptacles for urna. 
From the floor up a distance of about five 
feet i¢ a wall of marble. This ia divided 
into two sections horizontally, about three 
feet from the floor line. Perpendicularly 
this marble wainscoting, if it may be so 
called, is divided about every three feet. 
In each of these divisions is a ema!) vault. 
Those below the horizontal line are larger 
than thobe above. They are rented for $100 
to $150, while those above the line are rent- 
ed for from $45 to $75. Lease would be « 
better term to employ than rent, as they 
@re leased for a period of 8 years, instead 
ef being sold outright. 

Above the marble portion of the wall are 
@ mumber of niches, the outer surface of 
which is uade of oxydized bronze. These 
are divided by the same perpendicular lines 
that divide the marble portion, but the 
borisonta] lines are closer; that is, the 
miches are emalier. 

Among the well-known oitiszens whose 
ashes repose in these bronze-doored niches 
are those of Lawyer Marshall F. MoDon- 
ald. 

In merdie niches rest the remains of Col. 
Hienry Fied and Maj. Dugene F. Weigel 

These niches cost from $3 to $4. 

These Goored niches occupy the spaces 
on all the walls except the portion within 
the alcove. Above the marble wainscoating 
in this apartment are a number of open 
niches. They are the same size as the 
others but are without doora They cost 
6% each. In these the urns are exposed to 
full view of all who enter. There are 
comparatively few urns in this division. 
Those that the visitor sees are of varied

The apartment below, which really a 
basement, is not nearly attractive in 
appearance as the one above. There are 
no tessellated floors, no imitation marbie 
pillars or any of the other indications of 
elegance visible upper floor. The 
floor ‘ts of cement the receptacles for 
the urns are iron There 4 
urns In this apartment. Space for one urn 
on one of these iron shelves costs $10. Some 
of the urns that nding in this re- 
pository, though, handsome. 
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Six urns at the « 
of especial importance 
in the apartment called the Chapel. The 
other is itn the Columbarian. This urn 
contains the ashes of Mrs. Amanda Tamm, 

Was born in 1759 and died Sept. 16, 
1808. This urn is large, dark in color and 
stands on top of the tiers of niches on 
the south side of the Columbarian. 

In each, of the four corners of the chapel 
Stands a large urn. One, which contains 
the ashes of Johanna Preisier. who ded 
Jan. 10, 1855, aged 11 y is of pure white 
marble. 
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The crematory is a square brick bullding 
of ornate design, apparently one story, bu* 
in reality divided into an upper and a lower 
compartment. The broad stone stairway 
leading to the front aoor opens into the 
upper compartment. It ts called the chapel 
and in general appearance is nat unlike the 
Interior of a small country church, except 
that there are no pews. The other accesor- 
ies, though, are all in evidence. At the 
end of the room farthest from the entrance 
is a raised platform on which a small organ 


has been placed. 
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Directly in front of the center of the 
platform is a catafalque It is about four 
feet high and is draped with a heavy black 
covering which reacheg to the ground. 
When a funeral party enters, the pall-bear- 
ers place the casket inside the catafalque. 
This is rendered easy by a pair of specially 
constructed doors in the end of the draped

Mrs. Alexander is a daughter of the late 
Col. John Thomas, who was one of the 
most prominent public men of his time 
in the State.

placed within this catafalque, the mourning 
party sees the coffin no more. In cases 
where the relatives so request, the casket 
it not placed in the catafalque unt!) after 
the services. Usually, however, this re- 
quest is not made. As soon as the party 
is ready the minister and singers and 
organist mount the platform, and while the 
organ is pealing and the minister is pay- 
ing his last tribute to the deceased, the 
casket is noiselessly lowered by means of 
a movable support on which it rests. In 
the apartment below attendants are wait- 
ing to receive it. They are always notified 
in advance when an incineration Is to take 
place and have everything in readiness, 


The mourners above hear no sound as they 
place the casket on another movable pilat- 
form and roll it quietly into an adjaining 
room. There the remains are lifted from 
the casket. They are placed on another 
rolling platform on which a sheet has been 
spread, soaked in alum. This is wrapped 
about the corpse and it is pushed inte tre 
oven. 

Just beneath the bady to be incinerated is 
an iron framework about six inches higher 
than the base of the contrivance in which 
the remains rest. It te in the bottom of 
this receptacle that the asbes are gathered 
after the incineration has been completed. 

The actual incineration is not begun until 
the services in the apartment above have 
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deen concluded. Then the pall-bearers are 
invited down etairs to see for themselves 
that the actual remaine of the deceased are 
being placed in the incinerating oven. 

The interio> of the oven is of fire brick 
The actual!) fire, however, ie 12 feet in the 
rear of the portion of the oven where the 
cremation takes place. This fire is made by 
burning oak wood. This generates a gas 
which passes mto a long pipe leading to 
the oven proper. By means of a special 
contrivance the gas is separated from the 
smoke in fits course through the pipe, and 
only the gas enters the emall apartment 
in which reposes the alum-soaked sheet 
encasing the remains. Before this gas en- 
ters this apartment it passes over a small 


charcoa] fre. This fire heats it sufficiently 
te cmuse to consume the body in the 
oven.

2 Walk erect, throwing out your chest 
and putting your foot down equarely on the 
pavement. 

3. In walking upstairs never bend your 
back, but rise on your toes at each step, 
as though walking along the street. 

4 In eitting at your work, bear your 
weight frequently on your feet. This can 
be done by occasionally sitting on the edge 
of your chair. The circulation must be free 
in your lower limb and its muscles must 
bave something to do.

A dye is also made from the expressed 
juice of the bark ar shell of the green wal- 
nut. To preserve this juice a little rectified 
spirit is commonly added to it, with a few 
bruised cloves, and the whole digested to- 
gether with occasional agitation for a week 
or fortnight, when the clear portion Is de- 
canted, and, if necessary, filtered. 

Making One’s Face Smooth.

His “Outlines of Cosmic 
vphy.” published in 1874, in which in- 
terpreted in lucid English the theories of 
Herbert Spencer, gave him an international! 
reputation. His criticisms of the positivist 
dectrines of August enhanced his 
reputation among old-world thinkers. 

About this time John Fiske went abroad, 
where he soon became an intimate friend 
Of Herbert Spencer, a friendship which 
HAS grown with the years. Huxley, Tyn- 
dail and Darwin also became his friends. 
Fiske’a “Darwinism and Other Essays,"’

Much was promised to art in Texas by 
this strange man, whose hobby was archi- 
tecture.

As his last 
great work in this direction he had mapped 
out the restoration of the medieval Span- 
ish towers of the old missions of this city. 
In the midst of the arrangements of the de- 
tails for the actual commencement of this 
undertaking, death removed him, but a 
handsome bequest is left behind for the 
execution of the project with which he wag 
busied up to his last moments. 

But stranger than all of his life in Texas 
was his life in his native England, It is 
the story of the polished scholar end barrzis- 
ter breaking into Parliament, participating 
in an intrigue, held up to his constituents 
as a poltical forger, defeated, ruined and 
finally self-exiled to what he believed to be 
socially the farthermost end of the world. 

Col. William Hall was born in Essex, 
England, in 183. His education came to 
him from Oxford, and his attainments 
were those of a scholar and a lover of art. 
His professional training was that of a 
barrister, in which he rose to eminence 
among the brightest men of his time. Un- 
der Gladstone's second administration he 
served both Lord Justice James and Lord 
Justice Jessel as a parliamentary counsel. 
He was not only successful as an attorney- 
at-law, but he was an ardent and practi- 
ca] politician as well. 

His record in office is not fully known to 
his associates in Texas; only this much 
has he tuld from time to time: There was 
a villainous political intrigue, and he knew 
ail of its secrets. The forgery of letters 
that were to biast a great reputation was 
born of the intrigue. When he contested 
Woodstock with Lord Randolph Churchill, 
the gecret leaked out, and Col. Hall was 
charged with the forgery. He protested 
his innocence, but he went down in ignomui- 
nous deleat. 

Those were dark days in

The first natural child was Comte Leon, 
s0n of Louise-Catherine-Eleonore Denuelle 
de La Plaigne, who, when she was 17, mar- 
ried Revel, a Captain of Dragoons. The 
marriage was celebrated at Saint-Germain- 
en-Laye on Jan. 14, 180. The young woman 
was attached to the house of Caroline Mu- 
rat. Napoleon noticed her and installed 
her in a chateau adjoining the Elysee, 
Which was destined to be inhabited in 1848 
by Miss Howard, the mistress of Napoleon 
ILI. As to Revel, he was convicted of 
forgery and sentenced to two years’ Im- 
prisonment by uurt of Seine- 
et-Olse, The Was granted to the 
woman on 1806.

upon the young woman. The 
necessary was drawn up by M. 
Joussand, a notary in Paris. The same day 
she married a Lieutenant of Infantry 
named Augier, who died in 1812 during the 
Russian campaign. was married for 
the third time to the Comte de Luxbourg, 
a Major in the Bavarian Army, who was 
Minister of Bavaria in Paris in 1840. The 
Countess de Luxbourg died in Paris at the 
Boulevard Maiesherbes W, on Jan. 30, 1868. 
The Emperor, while ignoring the mother, 
continued to occupy himself with the child. 
He called to see him frequently, and on 
March 25, 1812, before a Justice of the Peace 
of the second arrondissement, he instituted 
a censell de famille for the boy, presided 
over by Baron de Mauvieres, who was ap- 
pointed tutor. In the record it was stated 
that the mother was absent. It was also 
declared that the child was In school and 
that a person, also unknown, had placed 
him there, paying all expenses. This act 
was for the purpose of giving the child a 
fortune separate from that of the mother. 
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At the Restoration, the first divorced hus- 
band of the beautiful Louise de la Plaigne- 
Revel, who remained perfectly quiet in view 
of the second and third marriages of: his 
wife, thought the moment favorable to be- 
gin a little blackmailing maneuver. His 
wife was rich, and her son had a fortune. 
He wanted to have his share. He began 
by pleading the nullity of the divorce, The 
courts decided against him, Then he began 
an action en desaveu, in case the young 
Leon, born before the marriage of Revel 
with Mile. de la Plaigne was dissolved, 
wished to take advantage of articles 812 
and 315 of the Civil Code to establish his 
legal right to be the legitimate son of Re- 
vel. The judgment of the Tribunal de la 
Seine of Aug. 17, 1822, set aside the action 
for divorce. This judgment calmed the 
scruples of Revel, who accepted from young 
Leon an annuity of 240 francs. This as- 
tounding husband died in 1835. 

Napoleon I. left by his will an annulty of 
£72,000 to Leon. In article 37 of the in- 
structions from St. Helena of April &, 
he said: 

“I would be rather pleased to see young 
Leon ente2r the practice of the law, if he 
should have any taste for it,’’ 

Leon disdained the advice. He assumed, 
without any right, the title of Count, and, 
as he resemblea extremely Napoleon lL., 
he had no other profession than that of the 
natural son of the Eenperor ata time when 
the opposition was singing the glory of the 
Little Corporal. At the ceremony of the 
removal of the remains the so-called Count 
figured in the official cortege. Ruined by 
gambiing, Count Leon thought of his 
muther, and brought sult against her for a 
pension. The Court. decided against him 
and gave him simply the sum of 4000 francs 
to pay the expenses of the trial, in con- 
sideration of his poverty. After having 
been candidate for Deputy in 1848, and after 
having challenged Louis Bonaparte to fight 
a duel, he at last got a pension from the 
second Emperor. He died at Pontoise on 
April 15, 1881, at the age of 75 years. 

The second natural s0n was Count 
Walewski, born under romantic c¢ircum- 
stances, detailed with feminine discretion 
by Mme. de Remusat in her memoirs. When 
Napoleon [. entered a town he sought the 
society of ladies. The Grand Marshal, Du- 
roc, was cnarged with the delicate function 
of providing the Emperor suitable femaie 
The Marshal usually ad- 
to the nobility. However 
it is certain that when 
Napoleon entered Warsaw, for the first 
time the Grand Marshal brought him a 
young woman married to an old Polish 
Count. in due time Count Walewski was 
born. He was naturalized under Louig 
Philippe on Dec. 3, 1833. 

Countess Walewska often saw Napoleon 
in Paris, where she was presented to the 
Court, and after the divorce of Napoleon 
she became one of the intimate friends of 
the unfortunate Josephine, whom she vis- 
ited at Malmaison several times, bringing 
the child with her. Moreover, the Countess 
remained faithful to the Emperor and went 
to see him when he was in the Isiand of 
Kida. Hier husband, the old Polish Count, 
having died in 1816, she was married again 
to Murshal d’Ornano, the son of Isabeile 
Bonaparte, and consequently cousin of the 
kemperor The young Walewski entered 
the army and became a friend of the Due 
d’ Orleans. He left the army in 1837 with 
the rank of Captain of Hussars, Then he 
launched into journalism and even brought 
out a play, a comedy of five acts, entitled, 
“Coquette sans je Savotlr,”’ which was suc- 
cessful simply on account ef the name of 
its author. M. Thiers sent him as an en- 
voy to Egypt. Under the second empire 
in 184 he was Ambassador to London. ‘Fhe 
following year his cousin, the Emperor, 
made him a Senator, and even gave him the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs; and in 1865 he 
was chosen President of the Corps Legisla- 
tif. It was then that he fitted up a

In this &-mile-an-hour boat he will be 
able to take a run down the Jersey coast 
or up the Sound faster than an express 
train could carry him to any of the shore 
resorts. 

If he wishes to take a trip to Furope he 
can etep aboard his yacht and reach Eng- 
land in five or six days, leaving a wake for 
the fleetest liners to follow. 

The boat will be calied the Arrow.

In bullding this yacht Mr. Flint ts not 
trying any hazardous new experiments in 
machinery that are likely to prove disap- 
pointing on the trial run. 

He is taking the prevailing type of boll- 
ers and engines and having them built 
with the greatest perfection of detail]. 

There will be two bollers of 2000 horse- 
power each in this 130-foot vessel. Such 
steam power Is sufficient to drive a vessel 
three or four times that size at a good 
rate of speed. 

It is not proposed that the yacht shail 
always be kept up to the &-mile-an-hour 
gait. The speed at which she will sail 
with the most economy of fuel] will be 16 
miles an hour, says the New York Journal. 
At this rate she will consume but a ton 


H half of coal a day. Only one boiler 
d be used. 


In outward appearance Mr. Flint'’s craft 
will look much like an ordinary steam 
yacht of the same size. 

There will be one noticeable difference 
to the practised eye of a yachtsman and 
that is the absence of graceful overhang 


at bow and stern. She will be 130 feet long 
on the water line and on!y four Inches 
longer over all. 

This bluntness of the ends is ’°to make 
her conform to the shape of a torpedo 
boat, so that she can be quickly converted 
into a vessel of war. 

This brings up the idea that Mr. Flint 
has had in mind since he first began to 
plan his boat, 

He conferred with the naval constructors 
at Washington to find out the exact re- 


quirements of the Government for torpedo 
boats. He had a special set of plans made 


for a torpedo boat, with conning towers 
fore and aft, and mountings for four one- 
pounder Hotahkise rapid fire guns. Pro- 
vision was made for two torpedo tubes for 
firing 18-inch Whitehead torpedoes. 

Hie then set the bullders to work con- 
structing the hull along the lines of a 
torpedo boat. The type of: engines and 
bollers he selected himself from his own 
technical knowledge of the needs of up-to- 
date steam craft. 

The torpedo boat plans he has now put

aside and locked up in his safe at his 
Broad street office, ready to be taken out 
and used whenever a war emergency 
should occur. 

The yacht ts now being fintshed as a 
yacht instead of on the torpedo boat plans.

Aft of 
the smokestack will be the deck houses 
over the saloon and owner's stateroom. 

The saloon will be 18 feet long and fitted 
with berth accommodations for six people. 
The owner's stateroom will be ll feet long 
and 9 feet wide. 

While the boat can hardly be called a 
roomy affair, it is not cramped and uncom- 
fortable, as might be supposed of a craft 
which is expected to be a world-beater in 
apeed. 

Forward, under the pilot house, willl he 
the quarters of the captain, engineer and 
crew. It will take but twelve men to run 
this yacht. 

Despite the heavy machinery that wil] be 
put into the Arrow she willl draw under 
the hull but three feet six inches of water 


and four feet seven inches under the pro- 
peller. She will ‘be able to make almost 
any landing that a naphtha launch could. 
Her displacement w'l) be l674— tons. Her 
depth amidships will be 9 feet one Inch, and 
her extreme bean 12% feet. 

The Arrow will be be rigged in a pecullar 
way. There will be but one mast. placed 
astern of the big amokestack. 

Charlies D. Mosher, who designed the 40- 
miie-an-hour Pillide, made the plans for the 
Arrow. Mr. Flint, however, was in close 
consultation with Mr. Mosher, and sug- 
gested inany features that he wanted 
brought out. 

The owner ts so much In earnest tn the 
matter of building this record-beating yacht 
that he goes up to Ayers & Son's shipwards 
at Nyack once and sometimes twice a week 
to overlook every detall of the work. 

She is being fitted with an electric plant 
capabie of lighting the boat throughout and 
supplying a powerful searchlight be 
mounted on the pilot house.
